Independent Claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended by the applicant. The scope of the first and second phase modualtor has been changed 
by the amemdments. In the amended Claim the first modulator receives a first polarized component, and the second modulator receives 
second polarized component. These are different from the previosly presented Claims, where the first modualtion means only claims to 
produce a phase difference corresponding to the random number bit and the second modualtion means only claims to produce a 180 
degree phase difference. In the previously presented Claims, the first and second modualtion means were "different terminals of a phase 
modulator" (Claim 4 and 14). The present Claim have distinct first and second modulators and are not claimed to be different terminals of a 
phase modualtor The addition and removal of limtations have resulted in a change in scope of the invention. The Examiner requires 
further search to determine patentablity of the presented Claims. 
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
